MINIMUM FEE SCHEDULES 


A Special Committee appointed last year to study and report on 
minimum fees in Real Estate Matters has filed a report which is published 
elsewhere in this issue and which will be submitted for approval by the 
membership at the October 8th meeting. 

We have in the files of the association the minimum fee schedules 
of some 38 county and local bar associations which cover numerous items. 
Our members might be interested in seeing what the minimum fees are in 
other parts of our state for the more common services of general practi- 
tioners and therefore a compilation is being distributed herewith. It 
might be borne in mind that in many instances the schedules are over five 
years old and are in areas where overhead expenses are much less than 
in the metropolitan district. 

You might be interested in reading the decision of Surrogate Camp- 
bell of Schenectady County in In re Felton’s Estate, 99 N. Y. S. (2d) 351, 
decided August 19th, 1950, where he stated: 

“Our courts have from time immemorial been most conscientious in 
the exercise of their prerogatives to assure litigants and clients that 
fees and allowances for legal services are proper, fair and just. 

“On the other hand it is apparent that attorneys’ fees and allow- 
ances have not kept pace with the present economic spiral. In many 
cases, allowances have not been comparable to the compensation now 
paid skilled tradesmen and those engaged in the other learned pro- 
fessions. 

“Many bar associations in this state have recognized this fact 
and have in recent years adopted minimum fee schedules. The 
Schenectady County Bar Association, following this trend, two years 
ago adopted this minimum fee rule: ‘Complete legal services in admin- 
istration of estates, 5% of the gross estate up to $50,000 and 3% on 
the excess over and above $50,000.’ ”

Alexander Blume Reports: 


A law student asked the professor what was the real difference be- 
tween the law courts and the equity courts. “Very little in the end,” 
replied the professor.

At common law you are done for at once, but at equity you are not so 
easily disposed of.”

A prospective juryman told the Judge he did not think he could sit 
in the case because he was deaf on one ear. “Very well,” said the 
Judge, with a twinkle in his eye, “you may leave the box, because it is 
necessary that a juryman should hear both sides.”

One Monday morning in my part out of thirty-two prospective 
jurors summoned for their two weeks’ service some nineteen asked to be 
excused by the Court. This brought vividly to mind the conclusion that 
there had been little change in the attitude of our citizenry towards this 
important civic obligation in many centuries, since Chapter V of the Laws 
of the Province of Massachusetts Bay, adopted in 1716, contained a 
preamble setting forth that the then existing penalty of forty shillings 
for default as a juror had not been sufficient to induce many of the most 
able and best qualified persons to perform their duty, and then went on 
to prescribe a fine of not less than four pounds, nor exceeding six pounds 


for such neglect.

In a case sent in to my part it appeared that a lady plaintiff had had 
some difficulty with the hot water supply in her apartment, and had gone 
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into an adjoining vacant apartment—evidently this occurred some years 
ago—for the purpose of taking a shower. There she claimed she had 
been scalded by a defective hot water appliance. The legal question 
arose as to whether she was an invitee or a licensee. In an informal 
discussion in chambers the reporter was asked his opinion. He replied 
that he felt the lady was a licensee—and a bare licensee at that!

During a morning recess in one of our trial parts the husband of 
the colored lady plaintiff approached the court reporter in the corridor, 
and expressing great indignation at the insulting remarks defense counsel 
had made concerning his wife in his opening statement, threatened to 
commit sundry types of mayhem upon that gentleman. The reporter 
soothingly remarked that he recalled nothing said by counsel that would 
justify such action, to which the husband replied: “Why, I was sitting 
right there when he said she was a beast!” The heated atmosphere was 
then cooled by the reporter who explained that the lawyer had merely 
said he would show the lady had fallen because she was “obese.”

During the summation of plaintiff’s counsel in a negligence action, 
he delivered himself of the following: 

“After all, gentlemen, this is not a criminal trial. We do not charge 
the defendant with deliberately running down the plaintiff, nor are we 
required to prove that he was criminally careless. All the law requires 
us to do is to prove that he was reasonably negligent!”

The Tribe of Satan-Lawyers 
—by MAURICE RUBIN 


In common with my brethren at the Bar, I have frequently taken 
umbrage at the unjust and baseless slanders of its members. The per- 
sistence of a public animus in all ages points to underlying enduring 
causes that are worthy of study. With these thoughts in mind, let us 
peer along the corridors of history for some light that will explain why 
legal practitioners are pariahs among the learned professions. 

Not only now, but two thousand years ago in ancient Rome, the 
historians, Pliny and Tacitus, both on occasion, attacked lawyers with 
their powerful pens. We may retrace our steps even farther, to almost 
the dawn of civilization, and hear unfavorable words spoken of the 
lawyer. The great Teacher had this to say, “Woe unto you, ye lawyers! 
for ye lade men with burdens grievous to be borne and ye yourselves 
touch not the burdens with one of your fingers.” 

Though the individual lawyer has received high praise and much 
honor, the profession as a whole has been the target for abuse down 
through the centuries. Will this condition ever change? I think not. 
Let me point out a fact whose import is often overlooked. 


In New York City alone, there are over 500,000 lawsuits yearly. 
This means that a half-million persons annually suffer loss through the 
courts. It has been my experience as a lawyer, and I am sure it is not 
unique, to find myself identified with my client in a lawsuit. If my client 
wins, the loser in the case regards me as his enemy. Such a feeling is 
quite natural and human. As the years go by, the average citizen, sooner 
or later, will find himself in a lawsuit. If he loses, the law profession 
has acquired another enemy. Even if he never appears in a lawsuit, it 
is wholly probable that one’s friends or relatives will be eventually in- 
volved. Thus, it is that by its inherent nature, the practice of the law 
must breed unfriendliness. 

Now, let me turn to another source that fosters hostility against the 
lawyers. From classical times right through to the immediate present, 
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dramatists and novelists have portrayed the lawyer in an evil light. Why 
is this so? Carlyle somewhere says, “Happy is the nation that has no 
history.” The life of the ordinary honest legal practitioner is humdrum 
and not the food for drama or the news. The newspapers and the movies 
will find no interest in such eventless lives. So they select and focus 
upon the criminal lawyer who is often the ally of the gangster, or the 
shyster who battens upon the widespread miseries of humanity, and set 
the details of their misdeeds before eager audiences. 


More than three hundred years ago, Shakespeare put these words 
into the mouth of Dick the Butcher, “The first thing we do, let’s kill 
all the lawyers.” Referring to the greed of lawyers, one of Shakespeare’s 
character, Mercutio, says of Queen Mab that she gallops “o’er lawyers’ 
fingers who straightway dream of fees.” 


There is ample evidence among his writings to prove that Shake- 
speare must have studied law. Take a typical passage which occurs in 
Hamlet. When the gravedigger encounters a human skull, he says: 


“Why may not that be the skull of a lawyer? Where be his quiddits 
now, his quillets, his cases, his tenures and his tricks? Why does he 
suffer this rude knave now to knock him about the sconce with a dirty 
shovel and will not tell him of his action of battery? Hum! This fellow 
might be in his time a great buyer of land, with his statutes, his recog- 
nizances, his fines, his double vouchers, his recoveries. Is this the fine 


of his fine and the recovery of his recoveries, to have his fine pate full 
of fine dust ?” 


It is a sad commentary on our courts when George Eliot says in 
“Romola”: “Who can put his finger on an act and say ‘this is justice’? 
Justice is like the kingdom of god: it is not without us as a fact, but 
within us as a great yearning.” 


Charles Dickens, the great novelist, was an extremely bitter critic 
of the law. At one time, he wrote: “It is better to suffer a great wrong 
than to have recourse to the much greater wrong, the law.” 


In one of his books, “Bleak House”, Dickens gives us: “The one 
great principle of the English law is to make business for itself. There 
is no other principle distinctly, certainly, and consistently maintained 
through all its narrow turnings.” 


Disraeli, the Earl of Beaconfield, thus characterizes an attorney who 
launched an attack against him: “The blustering artifice of a rhetorical 
hireling, availing himself of the vile license of a loose-tongued lawyer.”

A little more than a century ago, Napoleon was planning to invade 
England. Like the members of other professions, the lawyers of Britain 
organized a regiment for defense purposes. The king sent for Lord 
Erskine who was honorary colonel and asked him what name he had 
given the regiment. When Erskine answered that it had no name yet, the 
king replied, “Call it the Devil’s Own.” 


The dying Englishman who addressed his lawyer in the following 
words thought none too highly of the Bar: “Trust not the physician; 
his antidotes are poison, and he slays more than you rob.” 


Not so long ago in England, it was almost impossible to be guilty of 
slander against a lawyer, or even a magistrate. The English courts toler- 
ated such general passages as the following: 


“He is the falsest knave in England and by God’s blood I will cut 
his throat.” (Spoken of a lawyer.) 


“He is a vermin in the commonwealth and a hypocrite and a dis- 
sembler in the Church of God.” 


“He is a blood-sucker and thirsteth after blood; if any man will give 
him a couple of capons and a score of wethers, he will take them and be 
his friend.” 


The last two gems were applied to magistrates and were not deemed 
slanderous. (Should the reader’s next lawsuit inspire him to voice like 
sentiments, I cannot promise him immunity.) 


“There is no sadder place than the waiting room of a London attor- 
ney,” says Anthony Trollope. (Trollope was denied the opportunity of 
visiting a few in New York City.) 


And in the same vein, Sir Arthur Helps: “I do not know a sadder 
portion of a man’s existence, one more likely to be full of impatient sorrow 
than that which he spends in waiting at the offices of lawyers.” 


I have confined my commentary to English-speaking countries. It is 
of interest to observe that Ivan the Terrible, during a moment of irrita- 
tion (of which he had many), ordered the execution of all lawyers. As 
Ivan established an enduring niche in the Halls of Infamy (from which 
he may have been displaced within the last few years), this edict was in 
keeping with his character. If I recall correctly, Ivan delighted in watch- 
ing bonfires. The fuel consisted of live prisoners of war, piled like 
fagotts, and soaked in kerosene. 
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In all fairness, having presented one side of my thesis, let me turn 
to the other. Hear the noble words of Sir Walter Scott, himself a 
member of the Bar. Through the mouth of one of his fictional charac- 
ters, he delivers himself thus: 


“In a profession where unbounded trust is necessarily imposed, there 
is nothing surprising that fools should neglect it in their stupidity, and 
tricksters abuse it in their knavery. But it is more to the honor of those, 
and I will vouch for many, who unite integrity with skill and attention 
and walk honestly upright where there are so many pitfalls and stumbling 
blocks for those of a different character. To such men, their fellow 
citizens may safely entrust the care of protecting their patrimonial rights, 
and their country the more sacred charge of her laws and privileges.” 


Sir Thomas Overbury, in his work “Characters” (circa 1600) makes 
this pronouncement : 


“An Honest Lawyer—a trusted Pilot, a true priest of justice, one 
who wears the conscience as well as the gowne, weighs the cause as well 
as the gold, and knows, but never uses, the nice snapperadoes of Prac- 
tice.” 


One of the great masters of English literature, Samuel Johnson, the 
lexicographer, has this to say: 


“Law is the science in which the greatest powers of the understand- 
ing are applied to the greatest number of facts.” When the law was 
criticized adversely, he said, “Let us have no general abuse. The law is 
the last result of human understanding acting upon human experience 
for the benefit of the public.” 


Daniel Webster once said that the attainment of justice is “the great 
interest of man on earth.” 


The courage of the Bar in an emergency is a source of pride to the 
legal profession. History is replete with examples. If the vilest of 
dictators (yea, verily, Adolph Hitler, himself!) were on trial in a civilized 
court, despite the unpopularity of the culprit, he would still have ample 
counsel to protect his legal rights. 


Following the Boston Massacre which preceded the American Revolu- 
tion, two outstanding lawyers, Adams and Quincy, volunteered to defend 
the British soldiers accused of murder. The soldiers were acquitted by 
an American jury. 
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Among the members of the National Assembly which brought about 
the French Revolution, 370 were lawyers. 


Patrick Henry, Thomas Jefferson, James Madison, John Marshall, 
Alexander Hamilton, Daniel Webster, Henry Clay, and Abraham Lincoln, 
to mention but a few, names known to every American schoolboy, were 
all lawyers who established the Federal system built upon the Constitu- 
tion, 


The Declaration of Independence is largely the work of one man, a 
lawyer, Thomas Jefferson. The Constitution of the United States, the 
great document upon whick our Government is founded was prepared by 
and owed its existence to lawyers. Most of the presidents of the United 
States have been lawyers. 


How does the honesty of the lawyer compare with that of members 
of the other professions? If one considers the amount of trust reposed 
in the legal profession, the highly fiduciary character of their work, the 
Bar is singularly free of dishonest and unworthy members. I have no 
exact statistics before me but the number of members that have been dis- 
barred during the worst depressions this country has seen, is surprisingly 
small. Unfortunately, the publicity such incidents receive from the public 


press seems to be inversely related to the frequency of the occurrence. 

To one indictment, too many lawyers may plead guilty; they are an 
irreligious lot. If solitude is necessary for spiritual contemplation, then 
we may see why so many lawyers are lacking in piety. A certain dis- 
tinguished English lawyer (Sir Henry Hawkins) explained, “I am gen- 
erally so dead beat by the time I kneel down to pray, that I begin out of 
habit: ‘Gentlemen of the Jury.’” 

The question has sometimes been asked, “Can we do without law- 
yers?” I will answer this by posing another, “Can we do without 
doctors?” Yes, if disease entirely disappears. If humanity is suddenly 
converted into a race of saints, the profession of law will vanish. For 
the present, remember that where there are no lawyers, there is no law. 
In such a society, violence and power are supreme. In the early days 
. of our country, the West was a fearful place to live in because it was 
lawless. Desperadoes ruled the countryside. This condition has been 
removed from the American continent. An earthquake that suddenly con- 
vulses a peaceful countryside wreaks less havoc than the monstrous dic- 
tator who with a coup d’etat wipes out the existing laws. Witness Europe 
during the heyday of Hitler.

H.R. 4371, introduced by our fellow-member, Congressman Eugene 
J. Keogh, would permit a self-employed lawyer to exclude from his 
gross income his contributions, up to 10% of his income but not exceed- 
ing $7500., to a restricted retirement fund; and such a fund to be set up 
in a bona fide professional association such as ours. Payments received 
from the fund after retirement would, of course, be taxed at that time. 


In November, 1951, we will vote on the following Constitutional 
amendments : 


(a) To increase jurisdiction of Municipal Court from $2,000. to 
$3,000. 


(b) To increase jurisdiction of City Court from $3,000. to $6,000. 


(c) To enable the Court of Appeals to permit an appeal to it from 
a non-final order in a. proceeding by or against a public officer, tribunal 
or Court. 





(d) To permit a Judge of the Court of Appeals or of the Supreme 
Court to serve in the armed forces, in which event the Legislature could 
provide for a temporary Judge to serve during his absence. 





That the following amendments are now effective: 


1. Section 160 of the Decedent Estate Law permits the foreign 
executor or administrator of a non-resident decedent to sue in the Courts 
of New York without taking out ancillary Letters. 


2. That new sections known as 500(a), 506A and 506B were added 
to the Real Property Law, by which the proceeding to determine a claim 
to real property is extended to cover void or voidable foreclosures even 
though the foreclosure may be barred by the Statute of Limitations. 


3. That a summons may be served on an Assistant Cashier of a 
domestic corporation. 


4. That jurisdiction can not be questioned if service by mail had not 
been literally observed. Sec. 163a, C.P.A. It validates process heretofore 
made by mail. 


5. That Section 412, C.P.A., now permits photostat of records, en- 
tries or data relating to physical treatment or condition of a patient in 
hospitals and municipal corporations. 
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6. Section 549, C.P.A., has been broadened so that motions for a 


new trial apply to non-jury cases, and that Judge may change his decision 
instead of ordering a new trial. 


7. A non-resident may make a confession of judgment which may 
be filed in the County Clerk’s Office. Sub. 1, 543 C.P.A. 


8. Sub. 1, Section 584, C.P.A., now requires an appellate court, 
upon reversal or modification, to state briefly the grounds of its decision. 


9. Sub. 1, Sec. 132, C.P.A., now empowers “any” justice of an 
Appellate Division to vacate or modify without notice or upon notice as 


he deems proper, an ex parte order of the Supreme Court or a Justice 
thereof. 


10. New Section 1504a, C.P.A., eliminates 13 items of costs and 
now contains only three items :—$25. before note of issue; $50. additional 
after issue and before trial, and $75. more for the trial of an issue of 
fact, an inquest or assesment of damages. 


11. Sub. 14, Sec. 164, N. Y. City Municipal Court Code, increases 
costs from $75. to $150. 


12. Sec. 1472, C.P.A., changed so that no costs are allowed unless 
plaintiff recovers $100. or more or a chattel. 


13. Section 278 and 279, S.C.A., increase allowances which Sur- 
rogate may make. 


PROPOSED REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO STUDY 
STANDARD MINIMUM FEES IN REAL ESTATE TRANSACTIONS 


The special committee to study minimum fees in real estate trans- 
actions submits the following report and recommendations. 


Letters were sent to the local bar associations to ascertain if similar 
schedules had been adopted by them. We learned that the Queens, 
Nassau and Suffolk County Bar Associations have adopted schedules of 
minimum fees. These schedules are not limited to real estate matters 
but include such transactions. The Hartford (Conn.) County Bar Asso- 
ciation recently adopted a new minimum fee schedule to supersede one 
adopted some years ago. The Hartford schedule covers all of the law- 
yer’s activities. The White Plains Bar Association has also adopted a 
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schedule of minimum fees which covers the entire gamut of the lawyer’s 
work. 


In evaluating the fees recommended in this report, the committee 
has considered the fees fixed in the schedules of other bar associations, 
making allowance for higher costs to the Brooklyn Bar lawyer in main- 
taining his home and office. 


The fees suggested for the various types of service included in the 
schedules necessarily take into account the customary charges for such 
service in Brooklyn, as well as the cost of living and operating expenses 
generally. 


The committee points out that the schedule fixes minimum fees, and 
further wishes to point out that in fixing any fee the Canons of Ethics 
of the American Bar Association should always be considered and followed. 


We are advised by Lawyers in Queens and Nassau Counties that the 
existence of a printed minimum fee schedule has materially aided them 
in maintaining dignified relations with their clients. The fact that they 
can point to the minimum fee established by their bar association for a 
simple transaction, makes it much easier for them to justify the larger 
fee in the more complicated transaction. 


The schedule presented covers only minimum fees under ordinary 
and usual conditions and does not attempt to meet complicated or unusual 
circumstances. Disbursements are to be added to the fees charged. 


The Committee suggests that if a schedule of fees is adopted, that it 
be printed and distributed to the members.
